Mr.  Rudy  is  an 
accomplished  genealogist  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Parish  are  the  compilers 
and  composers  of  this  book.  My  sincere  gratitude  is  extended  to  these 
good  friends.

The  Saiider  Coat  of  Arms  was  drawn  by  an  heraldic  artist  from  in¬ 
formation  officially  recorded  in  ancient  heraldic  archives.  Documen¬ 
tation  for  the  Sauder  Coat  of  Arms  design  can  be  found  in  Riestap 
Armorial  General.  Heraldic  artists  of  old  developed  their  own  unique 
language  to  describe  an  individual  Coat  of  Arms.  In  their  language, 
the  Arms  ( shield )  is  as  follows: 

“Ed.:  aux  1  et  4  de  sa.  a  une  colombe  d’arg.  posee 
sur  un  tertre  de  sin.  qui  supporte  a  dextre  un 
rameau  d’olivier  du  meme:  aux  2  et  3  d’or  plein.” 

When  translated  the  Arms  description  is: 

“Quartered:  first  and  fourth,  black  with  a  silver 
dove  on  a  green  mound  which  supports  at  the  left, 
a  green  olive  branch;  second  and  third,  plain  gold.” 

Family  mottos  are  believed  to  have  originated  as  battle  cries  in  medi¬ 
eval  times.

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The  Origin  of  the  Name  SAUDER 

Many  family  names  in  Germany  originated  from  the  type  of  work 
a  person  did.  (Thus  BAUER  means  a  farmer,  etc.)  The  word  SAU- 
TER  was  the  name  given  to  an  operator  in  a  brewery.  He  may  have 
been  the  person  who  moved  the  malt  liquor  from  one  tank  to  an¬ 
other — we’re  not  sure.  Anyway,  one  of  these  workers  in  a  brewery — 
many,  many  years  ago  in  Germany  took  the  name  of  his  trade  and 
probably  became  the  first  “SAUTER.” 

The  largest  concentration  of  Sauters  in  Germany  was  and  is  in 
Stuttgart  (S'cvaabia  State).  In  the  1760’s  some  of  the  Sauters  in  the 
area  migrated  to  near  Budapest,  Hungary.  They  settled  in  a  Ullage 
named  Zsambek.  The  Catholic  priests  had  trouble  pronouncing  Sauter 
and  the  name  was  changed  by  them  to  Sauder — to  soften  the  “t”  in 
the  Hungarian  language.  In  1946  after  World  War  II,  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  people — some  of  them  Sauders,  were  sent  back  to  Germany. 
The  name  Sauder  is  not  very  common  in  Germany  today,  but  the 
name  Sauter  is  quite  common  in  certain  areas — especially  in  and 
around  Stuttgart. 

In  1851  Christian  Sauder  left  Germany  for  the  U.S.  with  his  wife, 
Elizabeth  Frey  Sauder,  and  a  number  of  children.  They  apparently 
decided  to  come  to  this  country  for  religious  freedom  and  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  very  fundamentalist  group  called  the  German  Apostolic 
Church. 

Christian  was  then  30  years  old.  He  was  born  in  Baden,  Germany, 
in  1821  about  35  miles  east  of  Stuttgart  near  the  French  border.  He 
had  learned  his  trade  there — carpentry,  at  the  early  age  of  sixteen. 
He  was  the  son  of  Rudolph  and  Barbara  W.  Sauder. 

During  the  trip  to  America,  two  of  their  youngest  children,  ages 
one  and  a  half  years  and  six  months,  died  at  sea.  The  trip  was  said 
to  have  taken  62  days  and  was  probably  taken  in  a  paddle  wheel 
steamer  sail  boat  which  was  popular  then. 

The  Sauders  landed  in  New  York  and  proceeded  to  Philadelphia 
looking  for  work.  They  finally  settled  about  25  miles  from  Phila¬ 
delphia.  During  their  5 -year  stay  there,  Abe  Sauder  was  bom  April 
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27,  1854,  died  October  14,  1944.  The  Christian  Sauders  had  nine 
children,  but  only  three,  Abe,  Henry  and  John,  survived  to  adulthood. 

They  moved  to  Tazewell  County,  Illinois,  and  then  settled  in  Slab- 
town,  Woodford  County,  Illinois,  in  1859.  By  now  Christian  was  a 
farmer  with  160  acres. 

The  Sauder  clan.  .  .  .  Abe  and  his  two  brothers,  John  and  Henry 
They  were  all  individuals  in  their  traits  and  characteristics. 

-Abe  wore  a  goatee  and  many  folks  thought  he  looked  like  Abra¬ 
ham  Lincoln.  He  was  extremely  courageous  and  would  fight  a  buzz 
saw,  yet,  he  had  a  large  heart  and  his  family  was  uppermost  in  his 
mind  all  the  time. 

-Abe’s  brothers,  Henry  and  John,  settled  in  Woodford  County, 
Illinois,  where  they  were  married  and  raised  fine  families.  Descendants 
of  Henry  and  John  are  still  very  prominent  in  Woodford  County  and 
are  members  of  the  Apostolic  Christian  Church,  near  Eureka,  Illinois. 

-Uncle  John  was  one  of  the  finest  men  I  ever  knew  and  his  family 
is  following  in  his  footsteps. 

-Uncle  Henry  was  an  entirely  different  kind  of  person.  He  was 
shy  and  a  little  on  the  quiet  side.  When  the  three  brothers  were  to¬ 
gether  Abe  and  John  did  most  of  the  talking.  In  my  younger  years  I 
visited  a  great  deal  with  the  families  of  Uncle  John  and  Henry.  They 
were  so  nice  to  me  on  these  visits  that  I  was  almost  embarrassed  at 
times. 
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This  family  history  has  been  gathered  from  various  family  records. 
It  is  intended  as  an  effort  to  furnish  the  basic  background  of  the 
SAUDER  lineage,  to  which  may  be  added,  by  extended  research,  a 
much  more  extensive  and  detailed  family  history.  It  has  been  written, 

“If  a  man  passes  this  way  and  leaves  no  record, 
he  may  as  well  not  have  been  here.33 

The  history  of  all  individuals  and  families  goes  back  to  the  beginning 
of  time.  There  are  records  to  be  found  if  the  search  is  diligent.  Details 
of  each  related  line  can  be  searched  out,  to  leave  to  forthcoming 
generations  the  story  of  their  origin.  The  history  or  lineage  of  a  family 
bequeaths  to  the  youth  who  follow  a  better  knowledge  of  their  an¬ 
cestral  background. 

The  Bible  relates  the  genealogy  of  Jesus  back  from  Joseph  and 
Mary  to  Adam  and  Eve  and  thence  to  God.  If  there  had  been  no 
records  kept  from  generation  to  generation,  then  the  biblical  record 
could  not  be  known  to  us.  This  fact  indicates  the  importance  of  pre¬ 
serving  our  family  lineage.  May  the  record  which  is  compiled  here 
act  as  a  stimulus  for  the  development  of  an  extended  history  of  the 
fine  Sauder  family. 

This  book  records  the  known  family  records  of  the  Sauder  clan 
from  Rudolph  Sauder  in  Germany  down  to  the  most  recent  descend¬ 
ants  in  the  year  1973.  The  book  is  arranged  by  generations  under 
each  of  the  thirteen  children  of  Abraham  and  Julia  Sauder.  For 
example,  their  first  child  was  Wilhelmina  (Minnie);  she  was  the 
mother  of  nine  children.  Each  of  these  children  and  the  children’s 
children  are  listed  under  her  lineage  down  to  the  publication  of  this 
book  (1973).  The  same  procedure  is  followed  for  each  descendant 
of  the  thirteen  children  of  Abraham  and  Julia  Sauder.  The  lineage 
may  be  extended  indefinitely  by  the  desecendants  who  follow  beyond 
this  date  of  1973. 
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For  a  related  and  important  addition  to  an  understanding  of  the 
Sauder  family  you  may  consult  “Wheelin’  and  Dealin’,”  the  memoirs 
of  Dan  E.  Sauder.  (Published  in  1971,  Mennonite  Press.) 

Gratitude  and  appreciation  are  expressed  to  each  member  of  the 
Sauder  family  who  has  contributed  to  the  collection  of  material  used 
in  the  completion  of  these  records. 

Rylen  M.  Rudy 
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Rudolph  Sauder  and  his  wife  Barbara  W.  -  lived  in 

Baden,  Germany,  about  thirty-five  miles  East  of  Stuttgart  near  the 
French  border.  They  had  a  Son  Christian  born  about  1821.  When 
he  was  sixteen  years  old  (1837)  he  learned  the  carpentry  trade. 

Christian  married  Elizabeth  Frey.  In  1851  they  decided  to  move 
to  the  United  States  of  America.  Elizabeth’s  brother,  Michael  Frey, 
had  already  moved  to  Hamilton,  Ohio.  He  had  a  great  influence  on 
their  coming  to  this  country  but  they  were  also  seeking  religious  free¬ 
dom.  Micheal  Frey  died  in  Hamilton,  Ohio. 

Christian  and  Elizabeth  probably  came  over  in  a  paddle  wheel 
steamer,  which  was  a  popular  boat  at  that  time.  The  trip  took  sixty- 
two  days.  They  lost  two  of  their  children  on  this  trip,  ages  one  and 
one-half  years  old  and  a  six-month-old  baby.  Although  they  had  nine 
children  only  three  of  them  survived  to  adulthood. 

Abraham  Sauder  bom  27  April  1854  in  Pennsylvania. 

Henry  Sauder  born  in  Pennsylvania,  died  12  July  1944. 

John  Sauder  bom  in  1860  in  Woodford  County,  Illinois,  died  in 
November  1933. 

After  landing  in  New  York,  the  Sauder  family  went  to  Philadel¬ 
phia  where  they  soon  found  work  about  twenty-five  miles  from  Phil¬ 
adelphia.  They  lived  in  this  vicinity  for  five  years. 

They  moved  to  Tazewell  County,  Illinois,  and  settled  in  Slabtown, 
Woodford  County,  Illinois,  in  1859.  Christian  became  a  farmer  own¬ 
ing  160  acres  of  land.  They  were  members  of  the  German  Apostolic 
Christian  Church  and  remained  in  this  faith  all  their  lives. 

Abraham  Sauder,  son  of  Christian  Sauder,  born  27  April  1954 
married  Julia  Leuthold,  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Amelia  Leuthold, 
1  November  1877  in  Peoria,  Illinois. 

Julia  Leuthold  was  bom  21  February  1858  in  Canton  Berne, 
Switzerland.  Her  parents,  Jacob  and  Amelia  Leuthold,  came  to  Amer¬ 
ica  when  Julia  was  seven  years  old  (1883)  and  settled  first  in  Wood¬ 
ford  County,  Illinois.  They  later  moved  to  Livingston  in  Madison 
County,  Illinois. 
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After  Abraham  Sander  and  Julia  Leuthold  were  married  they 
moved  to  a  farm  near  Gridley,  Coffey  County,  Kansas,  about  Decem¬ 
ber  8,  1877.  Here  they  lived  for  sixteen  years  or  until  about  1893. 

Then  they  moved  to  a  farm  near  Hilltop,  Greenwood  County, 
Kansas,  where  they  raised  thirteen  children.  This  farm  still  remains  in 
the  family  and  a  sketch  of  the  house  is  included  in  this  publication. 

They  lived  on  this  farm  for  twenty-seven  years  and  then  moved  to 
Madison,  Kansas,  in  1920.  They  lived  in  Greenwood  County  the 
rest  of  their  lives.  Julia  Leuthold  Sauder  died  January  26,  1934. 
Abraham  Sauder  died  October  14,  1944.  They  are  both  buried  in 
the  Apostolic  Christian  Church  Cemetery  near  Lamont,  Kansas.  This 
cemetery  is  located  one-half  mile  east  and  two  miles  south  of  Lamont. 
Their  13  children  are:

KANSAS  FARMER  EARNS  FORTUNE  FROM  GROUND 
Started  on  Kansas  Prairie  with  only  a  few  Thousand  Dollars — 

now  worth  $250,000. 

Abe  Sauder,  a  farmer  and  stockman  of  Madison  in  a  single  life¬ 
time,  beginning  without  capital,  pull,  position  or  special  luck,  has 
turned  a  few  dollars  into  a  fortune  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 

Late  in  the  fall  of  1877,  Sauder,  a  young  German,  and  his  wife, 
landed  in  Burlington,  Kansas,  en  route  to  320  acres  of  raw  prairie  land 
a  few  miles  south  of  what  is  now  the  town  of  Gridley  in  Coffey  County. 
At  that  time  there  was  only  one  railroad  in  Coffey  County  and  none 
in  Greenwood  or  Woodson  counties. 

The  land  on  which  they  were  destined  to  make  their  future  home 
was  22  miles  southwest  of  Burlington,  which  was  the  nearest  trading 
point  to  them.  They  had  left  comfortable  homes  near  Peoria,  Ill. 
Both  came  from  pioneer  stock,  the  parents  of  Mr.  Sauder  moving  to 
Illinois  in  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century;  lived  there  for 
77  years. 

On  that  160  acres  of  raw  prairie  land  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sauder  lived 
for  16  years,  fighting  the  battles  of  an  upland  Kansas  farmer.  There 
many  of  their  children  were  bom  and  grew  up  around  them.  They 
moved  only  twice  in  5 1  years,  once  to  the  home  place  which  they  built 
near  Hilltop,  then  to  Madison  where  they  now  live. 

They  have  13  children 

Thirteen  children — seven  sons  and  six  daughters — were  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sauder,  12  of  whom  are  living  and  all  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  a  son  and  daughter  live  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  Chris, 
the  eldest  son,  lives  on  the  old  home  place  near  Hilltop,  Aaron  and 
Ephraim,  the  second  and  youngest  sons,  own  and  conduct  the  Sauder 
Hardware  Co.,  at  Madison.  Daniel  E.,  is  president  of  the  Southern 
Kansas  Stage  Company,  with  headquarters  at  Wichita. 

Levi  owns  a  lumberyard  and  general  store  at  Lamont,  Kansas,  while 
Edward,  the  fifth  son,  and  Ernest,  the  sixth,  are  farmers.  Mr.  Sauder 
owns  two  thousand  acres  of  land,  all  of  which,  except  640  acres  of 
pasture  land  is  in  cultivation.  His  children  including  his  sons-in-law 
own  as  much  or  more.  All  of  this  represents  the  accumulation  of  a 
single  lifetime,  made  by  farming  and  stock  raising.  Speaking  of  his 
success,  Mr.  Sauder  said : 
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“For  nearly  40  years  I  carried  on  a  successful  cattle  business,  hanc 
ling  about  so  many  every  year;  for  years  I  shipped  fat  cattle  to  Chi 
cago  and  many  times  topped  the  market.  I  was  on  the  Chicago  marke 
with  three  cars  of  1,400  pound  steers  at  the  time  the  receipts  wer 
47,000  head,  a  record  breaker.  I  made  money  and  as  fast  as  I  go 
the  cash  invested  in  land.  I  knew  that  history  would  repeat  itself  am 
the  land  selling  40  years  ago  at  $8.  to  $10.  would  be  worth  from  $50 
to  $75.  per  acre  in  time,  and  I  have  lived  to  see  my  judgment  verified 

“We  bought  out  our  neighbor  who  owned  improved  farms  alonj 
the  Verdigris  River,  planted  the  land  to  corn  and  then  to  alfalfa,  anc 
fed  it  to  cattle.  I  never  was  interested  in  dairy  farming.  Milking  cow: 
by  lantern  light  in  the  winter  time  did  not  appeal  to  me,  and  I  dis 
couraged  my  boys  from  such  slavish  business.” 

Sell  Carload  of  Seed 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  Sauder’s  farming,  he  sold  and 
delivered  to  a  seed  buyer  at  Madison  a  few  years  ago  a  full  carload — 
36,000  pounds,  of  alfalfa  seed,  the  product  of  his  Verdigris  valle) 
farms. 

Abe  Sauder  is  a  slender,  wiry  man  now  seventy-five  years  old,  and 
weighing  not  over  150  pounds,  but  as  active  as  most  men  at  forty 
He  manages  his  own  business  affairs.  An  incident  illustrating  the  man, 
his  fighting  qualities  and  determination. 

In  1904  he  opened  a  general  store  and  lumberyard  at  Hilltop 
Kansas,  a  shipping  point  on  the  Chanute  branch  of  the  Santa  Fe 
The  station  and  store  were  in  sight  of  his  home  farm.  Late  one  after¬ 
noon  a  husky  young  fellow  weighing  200  pounds,  stepped  into  the 
store.  Sauder  was  alone.  The  fellow  drew  a  gun  and  said,  “Stic! 
’em  up.” 

Eyeing  him  for  a  moment,  Sauder  knocked  the  weapon  aside,  anc 
disarmed  the  would-be  robber,  who  ran  from  the  store  toward  the 
railroad  station.  Closing  the  store  Sauder  took  the  gun  and  followec 
him.  Meeting  him  coming  back,  the  fellow  took  the  initiative  anc 
tackled  Abe,  who  threw  down  the  gun  and  wrestled  him  to  a  finish 
and  held  him  down  until  section  men  came  to  the  rescue.  The  robbei 
was  sent  to  the  pen. 

Last  November  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sauder  celebrated  their  fiftieth 
wedding  anniversary.  All  the  children  were  present,  a  daughter  com¬ 
ing  from  Utah  for  the  occasion.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sauder  not  only  hav< 
12  children  but  they  also  have  50  grandchildren  and  two  great-grand 
children.  Only  one  death  has  occurred  in  this  immediate  family  foi 
52  years. 
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Wilhelmina  Brinkman.  (First  Child  of  Abraham  Sauder) 

Did  you  ever  sit  and  reminisce  over  the  events  of  your  childhood? 
Since  I  came  to  Kansas  at  the  age  of  eleven  to  live  with  my  grand¬ 
parents,  my  thoughts  may  differ  from  those  of  the  other  members  of 
my  family. 

This  I  do  know,  my  mother,  Minnie  Brinkman,  was  an  excellent 
cook  and  my  mouth  still  waters  when  I  think  of  a  certain  beef  stew 
she  made.  So  often  it  was  the  main  dish  that  was  served  on  Saturday 
night.  Along  with  it  we  always  had  the  best  homemade  bread,  rolls, 
and  sweetbreads.  Her  pastries  were  also  “out  of  this  world !” 

The  winters  were  cold  in  northern  Utah  and  I  can  remember 
Mother  making  the  rounds  to  see  if  the  kids  were  all  covered. 

Mother  was  a  beautiful  seamstress  and  her  handwork  was  really  a 
work  of  art.  My  sister  Laura  told  me  that  she  still  has  a  baby  dress 
that  mother  made  and  it  is  lovely. 

It  seemed  that  the  peddlers  and  the  underprivileged  always  made  a 
beaten  path  to  her  door  around  mealtime,  and  she  always  fed  them. 
She  had  so  much  love  and  compassion  for  people  that  everyone  loved 
her.  I  can’t  remember  her  raising  her  voice  to  correct  her  children, 
and  I  fear  we  took  advantage  of  her. 

When  I  helped  deliver  milk,  folks  would  joke  about  the  full  measure 
Mother  gave.  She  couldn’t  help  but  add  an  extra  cupful  to  a  quart 
because  it  looked  like  so  little.  She  was  like  that  in  everything  she 
did,  and  always  went  “the  extra  mile”  as  long  as  she  was  able. 

Since  she  was  the  oldest  in  a  family  of  thirteen,  naturally  she  learned 
to  care  for  the  sick  and  afflicted.  She  nursed  Dad  through  a  severe 
illness  of  typhoid  fever.  Of  course,  she  always  knew  just  what  to  do 
when  others  in  the  family  were  ill  too. 

Mother  loved  her  church  and  all  that  it  stood  for  and  worked  in 
The  Ladies  Aid.  She  also  loved  to  entertain  the  “Preacher,”  and 
schoolteachers.  Due  to  her  ill-health  and  being  crippled  with  arthritis 
early  in  life  she  didn’t  get  to  attend  church  very  often.  She  did  man- 
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age  to  get  her  family  ready  to  go,  and  it  seemed  there  was  always  a 
baby  to  nurse  and  care  for. 

She  hath  done  what  she  could  so  we,  her  children,  will  always  rise 
up  and  call  her  Blessed !

March  1969  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  and  is  buried  in  the  Aultorest 
Mausoleum  at  Ogden,  Utah. 

Lewis  Brenkman  was  bom  at  Liptingen,  Baden,  Germany  2  August 
1870.  He  is  the  son  of  Adam  Brenkmann  and  Gertrude  Truckenbrod.

They  lived  at  Tremonton,  Utah,  from  1906  until  the  year  Lewis 
died,  11  February  1954.

Mother  was  the  fourth  child  of  Abraham  Sauder  and  Julia  Leu- 
thold.  She  passed  away  December  28,  1967  at  the  age  of  eighty-three. 
Her  memory  will  live  in  the  hearts  of  her  children  forever.  One  of  my 
first  thoughts  of  her  were  the  little  leather  shoes  she  learned  to  walk  in. 
These  little  shoes  remained  in  the  family  trunk  because  they  were 
too  small  for  any  of  the  other  Sauder  children  learning  to  walk.  Willis 
had  these  put  in  bronze  and  Geraldine  now  has  them.  Although 
Mother  was  the  smallest  in  stature,  she  reared  eleven  children — a 
larger  family  than  any  of  the  other  children  of  Abe,  John  or  Henry 
Sauder. 

While  still  quite  young,  she  went  to  Madison  many  times  with  Abe 
in  charge  of  the  month’s  grocery  shopping. 

Edna,  (the  oldest  daughter)  said,  “She  corrected  her  children  in 
the  high  chair  so  they  wouldn’t  go  to  the  electric  chair.” 

Everything  had  a  place  and  she  saw  to  it  that  it  was  kept  there.  I 
can  remember  entertaining  dinner  guests  when  I  would  eat  at  the 
fourth  table  (twelve  per  table) .  One  lady  who  helped  Mother  remem¬ 
bers  cooking  over  thirty  eggs  for  a  Sunday  breakfast.  Overnight  guests 
were  a  common  occurrence. 

Katie  was  the  queen  of  Abe  Sauder’s  children.  She  was  a  great 
help  to  our  Mother  and  she  raised  a  large  family  of  her  own.  She  did 
a  first-class  job  of  caring  for  them.  She  was  a  fine  mother  and  wife.  I 
can  remember  so  well  when  I  was  about  fifteen  years  old  she  made  a 
trip  to  Roanoke  Hill  for  two  weeks  to  visit  her  cousins,  aunts  and 
uncles.

AARON  SAUDER 

A  very  erudite  man  I  met  in  an  airplane  once  told  me  that  there 
are  about  5  percent  of  our  population  who  are  superior  in  both  in¬ 
telligence  and  human  goodness.  I  accept  this  easily  and  joyfully  and 
can  say  that  my  father  qualified  without  any  question  whatever  as  a 
member  of  this  select  and  wonderful  group. 

Each  of  us,  his  five  children,  probably  has  a  favorite  story  showing 
more  than  a  mere  description  could,  the  warmth,  the  humor  and  the 
wisdom  of  this  Aaron  Sauder.  I  shall  tell  Carolee’s  first. 

Carolee  was  a  sophomore  or  a  junior  in  college,  and  she  and  her 
father  were  having  one  of  those  rare  and  beautiful  father  and  daugh¬ 
ter  talks  so  precious  to  girls  in  their  teens.  Daddy  was  talking  to  her 
very  seriously  about  her  career  plans  and  she  had  told  him  she  was 
majoring  in  psychology  but  didn’t  know  exactly  what  sort  of  job  she 
wanted  and  asked  him  what  he  thought.  Daddy  in  his  way  of  an  an¬ 
swer,  which  was  never  a  judgment,  said  he  didn’t  know  a  lot  about 
psychology  (in  that  one  instance,  he  was  completely  wrong  -  he  knew 
more  than  almost  anyone  about  psychology)  but  that  it  sure  did  re¬ 
mind  him  of  this  story.  It  seems  that  on  the  plains  of  Kansas  one  of 
the  farmers  planted  and  reaped  a  harvest  of  lespedeza  grass  year  after 
year.  Another  farmer  was  puzzled  by  it  and  noted  to  his  neighbor  that 
the  lespedeza  grass  didn’t  seem  to  be  used  to  feed  cattle;  to  feed  peo¬ 
ple  or  to  do  much  for  the  ground  itself  and  asked  him  why  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  plant  it.  The  first  farmer  stroked  his  chin  and  replied,  “Well, 
you  know  you’re  right,  but  you  see  we  get  lespedeza  grass  seed  from  it 
and  I  sell  it  to  other  folks  for  their  lespedeza  crop.” 
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My  favorite  incident  shows  another  trait  of  his  many-sided  char¬ 
acter — his  absolute  reverence  for  life  and  nature. 

My  husband  and  children  and  Mother  and  Daddy  and  I  were 
visiting  one  of  the  honored  and  beautifully  maintained  sites  of  a  Civil 
War  battle  in  the  lovely  green  hills  of  Tennessee.  We  had  walked  over 
the  area  carefully  reading  all  the  historical  markings  and  making  all 
the  usual  remarks  and  were  ready  to  leave  when  we  realized  Daddy 
wasn’t  there.  I  looked  around  and  saw  him  several  yards  away  stand¬ 
ing  in  one  of  his  characteristic  positions — one  in  which  his  whole  body 
seemed  to  be  devoted  to  listening.  I  walked  over  to  the  little  garden 
and  tree  area  and  told  him  we  were  ready  to  leave.  He,  without  show¬ 
ing  the  slightest  annoyance  towards  me,  put  his  finger  across  his  lips 
and  said,  “Shhh,  Francie,  don’t  you  see  that  little  yellow  bird  in  the 
tree  over  there — hear  him  sing — why,  he’s  just  singing  to  entertain  us, 
wouldn’t  it  be  rude  if  we  left  before  he  finished  his  song?”  We  waited 
until  the  little  bird  finished  and  flew  away  and  then  joined  the  others. 

My  brother,  Raymond,  told  me  he  loves  this  story  about  our  father 
that  shows  his  sincere  humility — humility  that  was  real  because  he 
always  remembered  God  and  accepted  and  valued  his  worth  as  one  of 
God’s  children. 

Daddy  was  president  of  a  tank  company  that  designed  and  built 
oil  storage  tanks.  It  was  hard,  dirty,  strenuous  work  to  go  out  into 
the  oil  fields  and  actually  “set  the  tank.”  It  always  involved  more  than 
one  person  and  the  ones  to  do  the  job  would  leave  early  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  with  their  lunch  pails  and  work  all  day.  Daddy’s  superintendent 
had  hired  a  new  man  while  Daddy  was  out  of  town  and  Daddy  and 
the  new  man  left  in  a  truck  one  morning  for  the  oil  fields.  They  were 
both  dressed  in  clean  but  oil-stained  overalls,  crude  blue  work  shirts, 
heavy  laced-up  shoes  and  the  ever  necessary  “hard  hat.”  After  a  while 
the  new  employee  said,  “You  know,  I’ve  heard  a  lot  about  this  Aaron 
Sauder — they  say  he’s  quite  a  character.  I  sure  would  like  to  meet 
him.”  Daddy  very  quietly  replied,  “Well,  maybe  you  will  someday.” 
They  continued  the  day’s  work  and  the  man  didn’t  know  until  several 
days  later  “the  Boss”  had  been  his  partner  that  day.

Steers,  in  car  load  numbers,  drew  his  interest  and  buying  and  selling 
cattle  was  a  challenge.  His  judgment  on  the  weight  of  a  steer  and  the 
dress  out  percentage  was  amazingly  accurate. 

Ernest’s  character  and  his  life  were  well  rounded  out.  He  was 
baptized  into  the  first  Christian  Church  in  Emporia  in  1922.  This  was 
a  natural  step  for  him  since  he  was  raised  in  a  Christian  home. 

He  had  a  love  of  sports,  especially  baseball  which  he  joined  in  play¬ 
ing  every  time  the  opportunity  came. 

At  the  time  of  Ernest’s  death  his  banker,  R.  J.  Aitchison,  remarked 
that  few  men  who  lived  to  be  80  made  as  many  friends  or  conducted 
as  much  business  in  their  lifetime  as  Ernest  had  in  his  38  years.
